These Stamps may be purchased at any bank, postoffice, or other 
authorized ag ency at any time, but they can be redeemed only after 
10 da y ’s notice, and the Thrift Stamps can be redeemed as pay ment 
for War Sav ing s Stamps. 
We should band ourselv es tog ether into war Sav ing s Societies, 
because each member pledg es himself to sav e in ordfer t» ) buy the 
stamps. And many people will do what they hav e pledg ed themselv es 
to do, when otherwise the^r would neg lect it. 
By practicing thrift and by buy ing War Sav ing s Stamps, we are 
not only helping the g ov ernment but are sav ing for ourselv es so that 
when the w ar is ov ei we shall hav e a nice little sum to inv est in busi­ 
ness or pleasure.
